J EFFERSON CITY, Mo ., 
May 1—(/P)— Go v . Fo rrest 
Smith called to day fo r J ack­ 
so n co unty grand jury to in­ 
v estigate Kansas City rack­ 
eteering unco v ered by a fed­ 
eral grand jury . 
He sent a telegram to Circuit 
J udge Ray O. Co wan, presiding 
judge o f the J ackso n co unty cir­ 
cuit co urt, asking him to set the 
state’s legal machinery in mo tio n. 
The go v erno r urged that the 
co unty grand jury “ inv estigate all 
law v io latio ns with special em­ 
phasis o n gambling rackets and 
state inco me tax ev asio ns.” 
Smith to ld his news co nfer« ace 
be wo uld also direct Atto rney 
General J . E. Tay lo r, the State 
Highway Patrol an d o ther law en­ 
forcemen t agen cies to cooperate in 
the inv estigatio n. 


Thenad J udge Buueaiu 
Tay lo r already had telegraphed 
Federal District J udge Richard M 
Duncan, asking that ev idence dug 
up by the federal grand jury be 
turned o v er to him. He said he 
wo uld co o perate with lo cal law 
enfo rcement o fficials and any state 
grand jury to be called. 
The go v erno r and the atto rney 
general acted o n the basis o f a 
federal grand jury repo rt, released 
Saturday , that gambling activ ities 
ha Kansas City amo unted to mo re 
than $34,000,000 annually . 
Smith to ld newOTx en he was 
co nv inced “ practically ev ery thing 
referred to ” by the grand jury 
happened befo re he to o k o ffice in 
J anuary , 1949.

“The press further reports 
the evid en ce an d in formation 
collected by the fed eral gran d 
jury of violation s of Missouri 
laws will be available to a 
state gran d jury. I am ad vised 
that most of this en ormous 
gamblin g racket existed in the 
years 1942 to 1948 in clusive. 
“To protect Missouri again st 
the statute of limitation s an d 
to ferret out an y such viola­ 
tion s, if they still exist tod ay, 
I am most earn estly urgin g you 
to call a gran d jury immed i­ 
ately to thoroughly in vestigate 
all law violation s with special 
emphasis on gamblin g rackets 
an d state in come tax evasion s. 
“Forrest Smith, Govern or.”

Retail, wholesale, an d service 
establishmen ts located in Pettis 
Coun ty, Missouri, showed a sub- 
shan tial expan sion in d ollar vol­ 
ume of trad e from 1939 to 1948 
accord in g to prelimin ary figures 
from the 1948 Cen sus of Busin ess 
released tod ay by the Bureau of 
the Cen sus, U. S. Departmen t of 
Commerce. 
Retail sales in the coun ty d urin g 
1948 aggregated $29.3 million , an 
in crease of 241 percen t over the 
$8.6 million in 1939, when the pre- 
ceed in g Cen sus of Busin ess was 
taken . 
Wholesale sales in the 
coun ty reached a total of $15.8 
million in 1948 as compared with 
$4.7 million in 1939. 
The service 
trad es in clud ed in the Cen sus of 
Busin ess record ed receipts total­ 
in g $1.9 million in 1948 compared 
with $0.4 million in 1939. 
Emplo y meni Up 
Employmen t in the coun ty also 
rose over the 9-year period be­ 
tween 1939 an d 1948 for the above 
trad es. 
Establishmen tts in these 
trad es reported a com bin g total 
of 
2,398 
paid 
employees 
for 
the 
workweek 
en d ed 
n earest 
November 15, 1948. 
This com­ 
pared with a total of 1,558 em­ 
ployees reported for the week 
of November 15, 1939. 
These prelimin ary figures have 
been d erived from a Cen sus re­ 
port on Pettis Coun ty, Missouri, 
which also in clud es d ata for the 
city of Sed alia. 
Fin al figures 
supersed in g the prelimin ary d ata 
for Pettis Coun ty, will be in clud ed 
in a Bulletin for the State of 
Missouri to be issued in several 
mon ths.

NEW YORK. May 1— 
More 
an d more busin ess men are bet­ 
tin g on good d ays ahead . Execu­ 
tives are backin g their bets with 
forward ord ers. 
Man y who were 
buyin g on a 30 to 60 d ay basis 
are switchin g over to 60 to 90 
d ay buyin g. 
merce 
This in ven tory boom is in d irect 
con trast to the in v’en tory recession 
which the same busin essmen were 
stagin g just a year ago. 
Then 
in d ustry all the way from the 
factory to the store, was busy- 
cuttin g back stocks of good s an d 
law materials on han d . 
Durin g the year corporate in ­ 
ven tories d ropped by $4.7 billion 
to $43.8 billion . Now they appear 
to be on their way up again . 
But 
prod uction an d sales aie on the 
way up, too. An d some compan ies 
are prod ucin g at a much faster 


rate than they had expecteii. As 
a result, they fin d their slocks of 
raw materials d win d lin g an d rush

Juclcl Cive§ M cG irth y G ood Advice

WASHINGTON. — Wisconsin’s “Huey Long” 
got an earful of advice the other day from one 
of his informants, GOP Congressman Walter 
Judd of Minnesota, a former China missionary 
and an outspok en friend of the China lobby. 
Judd gave McCarthy the names of some whom 
the China lobby had branded as Communists, 
but warned: “Joe, ITl be glad to giv’« you what 
I’ve got, but I don’t have any proof. If I had 
any proof, I would have tried to conxhct them 
myself.” 
The Congressman Judd further urged: “You’ve 
got to stop mak ing so many speeches and ex­ 
travagant charges, Joe. A judge doesn’t issue 
verdicts until he has heard the witnesses. Quit 
issuing verdicts until the witnesses have been on. 
“You Marines think any beach qan be tak en,” 
added the Minnesota Congressman. “You think 
all you’ve got to do is just wade in.” 
Senator McCarthy hasn’t been tak ing his 
Re­ 
publican colleague’s advice. 
Behind Jo hn Marago n 
The real story of the John Maragon convic­ 
tion is not about the ex-Kansas City bootblack 
who became the friend of the President and now 
goes to jail, but about Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan 
who remained in the back ground and doesn’t 
go to jail. Work ing together they raised cam­ 
paign contributions, influenced Greek policies, 
and thwarted building regulations to rebuild 
race track s. 
None of this violated any laws, but 
a lot of 
it violated the sense of propriety of the Ameri- 
esn people. 
John Maragon, once cock y and confident, is 
now a pathetic figure. A few short years ago 
he was able to demote generals, get airplane 
prioritie« to Europe, escape m conviction for 
Mnugglin^, ride on the President’s special trains 
and stand beside Mr. Truman as he reviewed 
the fleet. 
So the most interesting question about the 
Maragon conviction is whether the Senate com­ 
mittee will now probe further into the Maragon- 
Vaughan-White House axis. 
For that axis, right up until the time Maragon 
went to trial, appeared to continue. 
Even last^month, when Maragon was under 
indictment he pulled powerful wires inside the 
Truman administration — powerful enough to 
cause the FBI to work all night investigating 
a crack pot rumor that a member of my staff 
had evaded the draft during the war. That type 
of investigation, five year« after the ' war is 
over, is not made by a busy FBI unless on 
orders from the top. Yet, after 
a tip from 
Maragon, the FBI work ed all night to finish 
the probe, so anxious was the White House to 
“get the goods” on this columnist. 
The rumor turned out to be pure bunk . There 
is no draftdodger on my staff. 
Marago n’s Po wer 
Also illustrative of Maragon’s power was his 
demand three years ago that I be indicted for 
criminal libel. The District of Columbia criminal 
libel statute has not been enforced for 75 years. 
But after I reported that Maragon had pled 
guilty to illegally transporting liquor in 19 20, 
both he and General Vaughan called the Justice 
department to demand my criminal prosecution. 
The White House reinforced Vaughan’s de­ 
mand—and 9 0 vigorously that the FBI took out 
precious time for a thorough investigation— 
which in the end proved that Maragon had been 
guilty of transporting liquor. So no criminal 
libel case could be brought. 
Last summer, Maragon w’ent to Senator Mundt 
of South Dak ota, demanded that he be permitted 
to testify before the committee in answer to 
a charge in this column that he was not a “five 
percenter” but a “fifty percenter.” 
The committee promptly called him, and here 
is part of the testimony: ‘Tn 19 46 I w'ent to 
work seven months because of Drew Pearson. 
. . . I was terminated. Senator, because Drew 
Pearson started writing. . . . These past two 
years have been the worst in my life because 
of this commentator. . . . On July 20 he accused 
me—said I am not only a five percenter but 
a fifty percenter. I think it is only fair that 
the committee summon this gentleman here. . . .” 
Last week Maragon was more philosophical. 
“If I hadn’t got so mad at Drew Pearson 
about all this,” he told newsmen, “I wouldn’U 
got in all this trouble.” 
There is no question that John Maragon lied. 
But I for one hate to see him go to jail, because 
he was only an inconsequential pawn in a very 
fast-moving, very big game where the stak es 
were sk yhigh and the players k new what it was 
all about. Someday, perhaps, the rest 
o f the 
Maragon story will come out. 
Trust-Buster Truman 
President Truman had a significant talk with 
Chairman Celler of the House Judiciary during 
which he urged Celler to continue his hangup 
job exposing monopolies. The President seemed 
particularly gleeful about the New York er’s 
probe of the steel trust. 
“Keep it up,” urged Truman. “You’re doing 
a great job for the country and, incidentally, 
providing me with some red meat for campaign 
speeches. I’ll tell my staff to be on the look out 
for any good material that you dig up.** 
“Thank s, but I may need some more money 
to continue our investigation,” replied Celler. 
“Let me k now and I’U see that y o u get tho 


money,* TrumiA pronisBd. *!fow ttial Bm 
Ammdean people have discovered your efforts 
to help little business, they won’t permit any 
interference.” 
“Listen, Mr. President, Tve only started,” said 
Celler.

D o d in s Tactics in Law C ourt

A university scholar once said: “The two 
dumbest lawyers trying 
a case in court will 
stick to the main points of an argument better 
than two eminent philosophers debating an issue 
in a public forum.” 
The idea is that the lawyers just can’t help 
themselves. The laws of evidence and rules of 
legal procedure compel them to meet head on 
and to k eep the issue tightly joined. If they 
don’t, an alert judge will promptly set them 
back on the track . 
No matter how wise the debaters, it's difficult 
outside a courtroom. There’s a natural tendency 
always to deal with an issue in a way most to 
your own advantage: and often that means 
avoiding a direct response to your opponent’s 
challenge. 
Though an honest debater may not intend it 
and may hardly be aware of it, he will fre­ 
quently answer questions at a tangent. He may 
find himself replying by raising questions of his 
own or by mak ing counter-charges. 
In politics, this .sort of thing, of course, is far 
from accidental. It is a deliberate Sechniqua, 
highly refined and heavily relied upon by ex’ery- 
one from our presidential candidates down to 
the party hack s. 
For example, if one candidate mak es a dra­ 
matic charge about unemployment being caused 
by his opponent’s policies, the latter will prob­ 
ably not answer the specific complaints. Instead 
he’ll mak e statements of his own about the 
situation—which will be designed to sound lik e 
fitting answers but really won’t be. 
In this day and age words are flung about 
so reck lessly that the poor citizen is hard put 
to figure where the truth lies. Too few people 
seem concerned about k eeping the debaters on 
the track , or reminding the public when they’re 
off it. 
It might be well to point out here that Senator 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, in his fishing expedition 
for Communists in the State Department, spends 
very little time on the original track he started 
down. He is extremely sk illful at dodging ques­ 
tions, at throwing out his own queries at an 
impressive rate and at mak ing bold new charges 
to k eep the situation turbulent. 
McCarthy initially claimed there are 57 card- 
carrying Communists in the department. He has 
changed this figure often (it’s now around 100) 
but thus far has brought no convincing proof 
in any case. 
This should never be lost sight of in any 
appraisal of him. The fact that Louis Budenz, 
former editor of the Communist Daily Work er, 
provided strong hearsay evidence regarding the 
alleged Red affiliation* of Owen Lattimore does 
not substantiate McCarthy. Lattimore has been 
a consultant to the State Department but doesn’t 
work for it and never ha*. 
It would be highly revealing if McCarthy were 
forced to present his “evidence” in 
a court of 
law. There the rules of procedure would strip 
away his technique of diversion and confusion, 
and the public could see plainly what his case 
adds up Is.

Soon flics will be presenting a 
problem on dairy farms states the 
Ex tension office. The U. S. Pu b­ 
lic Health Serv ice has issu ed the 
following on fly control on dairy 
farms. 
The u se of insecticides alone to 
control flies on a farm is of little 
consequ ence 
u nless accompanied 
by a good clean-u p program. All 
manu re shou ld be remov ed and 
disposed of in su ch manner as best 
to prev ent the breeding of flies. 
Based on ex isting Federal re­ 
gu lations and 
recommendations, 
the following su ggestions are be­ 
ing fu rnished for the u se of insec­ 
ticides on dairy farms: 
1. DDT—DDT is NOT to be u s­ 
ed on the interior of dairy barns, 
lou nging sheds, milk hou ses, or 
on dairy animals. 
It can, how­ 
ev er, be u sed for spray ing the ex ­ 
terior of su ch bu ildings. 
On the 
interior, for apply ing a residu al 
spray , there are sev eral insectici­ 
des which hav e been approv ed or 
recommended for u se by the U S. 
Department 
of 
Agricu ltu re 
to 
which no objection has been of­ 
fered by the Food and Dru g Ad­ 
ministration. 
2. 
METHOXYCHLOR — This 
material is one of the newer insec- 
ticjdes and is av ailable on the 
market as a 50% wettable powder 
in small u nit packages. 
Before 
pu rchasing, make su re that Met- 
hox y chlor is the only insecticidally 
activ e ingredient 
A. Da iry Ba ms, Milk Ho use, a nd 
Lo ung ing Sheds 
—Methox y chlor is 
mix ed at the rate of one pou nd of 
the 50% wettable powder to 2% 
gallons of water and the mix tu re 
spray ed with a hand or power 
spray er o n the walls at a rate o 
application to make the walls we 
bu t not ru nning. At this rate one 
gallon shou ld cov er approx imately 
one thou sand squ are feet of wall 
su rface. Repeat as often as pre 
sence of flies make it necessary 
G ^erally , complete instru ctions 
are fu rnished on the label of each 
package: fo llo w them clo sely . 
B. Ho w to Spra y Ca ttle (Includ­ 
ing Da iry Ca ttie) Using Metho x y - 
ehlo r. Use a 50% Methox y chlor 
wettable powder at the rate of one 
pou nd in 12 H gallons of water 
and apply abou t one qu art bu t not 
more than 2 qu arts of the mix tu re 
per animal. Applications may hav e 
to be repeated ev ery two weeks 
depending u pon the prev alence 03 
flies.

Former President Hoover’s call 
for a scrapping of the present 
United Nations set-up, and the 
creation of another peace organi­ 
zation from which the Commu­ 
nist nations would be barred, is 
startling but wholly understand­ 
able. 
It is of course based on the cei - 
tainty —to which this column long 
ago called attention—that the U.N 
never can succeed so long as it 
remains a house divided against 
itself. Communism and democracy 
are diametrically opposed on all 
points. There is no possibility of 
compromise between them. 
Mr. Hoover made his sweepingj 
proposal in an address before a| 
Bureau of Advertising banquet 
ending the annual convention of 
the American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association in New York . 
He put the proposition lik e this: 


not be achieved under these cir­ 
cumstances. We are forced to rec­ 
ognize that, for the present, there 
must be “two worlds.” And by 
that tok en there must be two 
United 
Nations—one comprising 
the democracies and the other the 
Communist states. Of his proposed 
new U.N., Mr. Hoover say s: 
“It may be that the non-Com- 
munist world is not willing to tak e 
such a vital stand. At least it 
would clarify what we have to do. 
“The test I propose is the logical 
and practical method of total dip­ 
lomacy . It would mak e diplomacy 
dy namic and lessen the dangers 
of the American people.”

Gen. Harry Vaughan 
who remained in the background and doesn't 
go to jail. Working together they raised cam- 
paign contributions, influenced Greek policies, 
and thwarted building regulations to rebuild 
race tracks. 


None of this violated any laws, but a lot of 


It violated the sense of propriety of the Ameri- 
can people. 


John Maragon, once cocky and confident, is 


now a pathetic figure. A few short years ago 
he was able to demote generals, get airplane 
priorities to Europe, escape a conviction for 
smuggling, ride on the President's special trains 
and stand beside Mr. Truman as he reviewed 
the fleet. 


So the most interesting question about the 


Maragon conviction is whether the Senate com- 
mittee will now probe further into the Mar agon- 
Vaughan-White House axis. 


Tor that axis, right up until the time Maragon 


went to trial, appeared to continue. 


Even last*month, when Maragon was under 


Indictment he pulled powerful wires inside the 
Truman administration — powerful enough to 
cause the FBI to work all night investigating 
a crackpot rumor thai a member of my staff 
had evaded the draft during the war. That type 
of investigation, five years after the ' war is 
over, Is not made by a busy FBI unless on 
orders from the top 
Yet, after a tip from 


Maragon, the FBI worked all night to finish 
the probe, so anxious was the White House to 
"get the goods" on this columnist. 


The rumor turned out to be pure bunk. There 


is no draftdodger on my staff. 


Maragon's Power 
Also illustrative of Maragon's power was his 


demand three years ago that I be indicted for 
criminal libel. The District of Columbia criminal 
libel statute has not been enforced for 75 years. 
But after I reported that Maragon had pled 
guilty to illegally transporting liquor in 1920, 
both he and General Vaughan called the Justice 
department to demand my criminal prosecution. 


The White House reinforced Vaughan's de- 


mand—and so vigorously that the FBI took out 
precious time for a thorough investigation— 
which in the end proved that Maragon had been 
guilty of transporting liquor. So no criminal 
libel case could be brought. 


Last summer, Maragon. went to Senator Mundt 


of South Dakota, demanded that he be permitted 
to testify before the committee in answer to 
a charge in this column that he was not a "five 
percenter" but a "fifty percenter." 


The committee promptly called him, and here 


is part of the testimony: "In 1946 I went to 
work seven months because of Drew Pearson. 
. . . I was terminated, Senator, because Drew 
Pearson, started writing. . . . These past two 
years have been the worst in my life because 
of this commentator. . . . On July 20 he accused 
me—said I am not only a five percenter but 
a fifty percenter. I think it is only fair that 
the committee summon this gentleman here. . . ." 


Last week Maragon was more philosophical. 
"If I hadn't got so mad at Drew Pearson 


about all this," he told newsmen, "I wouldn'ta 
got in ail this trouble." 


There is no question that John Maragon lied. 


But I for one hate to see him go to jail, because 
he was on]y an inconsequential pawn in a very 
fast-moving, vety big game where the stakes 
were sky high and the players knew what it was 
all about. Someday, perhaps, the rest of the 
Maragon story will come out. 


Trust-Buster Truman 
President Truman had a significant talk with 


Chairman Celler of the House Judiciary during 
which he urged Celler to continue his hangup 
job exposing monopolies. The President seemed 
particularly gleeful about the New Yorker's 
probe of the steel trust. 


"Keep it up," urged Truman. "You're doing 


a great job for the country and, incidentally, 
providing me with some red meat for campaign 
speeches. I'll tell my staff to be on th* lookout 
for any good material that you dig up." 


"Thanks, but I may need some more money 


to continue our investigation," replied Celler, 


"Let me know and I'll see that you get th* 


money," Truman promited. "New that the 
American people have discovered your efforts 
to help little business, they won't permit any 
interference." 


"Listen, Mr. President, I've only started," said 


Celler. "My committee also plans to turn the 
searchlight on monopoly in air transportation, 
newsprint, the big distilleries and soap interests." 


"Go to it," Truman enthused. "You're right 


down my alley. I was something of a trust-buster 
myself when I was a member of the Senate."

Sen. McCarthy Couldn't Use 
Dodiiig Tactics in Law C ourt

A university scholar once said: "The two 


dumbest lawyers trying a case in court will 
stick to the main points of an argument better 
than two eminent philosophers debating an issue 
in a public forum." 


The idea is that the lawyers just can't help 


themselves. The laws of evidence and rules of 
legal procedure compel them to meet head on 
and to keep the issue tightly joined. If they 
don't, an alert judge will promptly set them 
back on the track. 


No matter how wise the debaters, it's difficult 


outsid-e a courtroom. There's a natural tendency 
always to deal with an issue in a way most to 
your own advantage; and often that means 
avoiding a direct response to your opponent's 
challenge. 


Though an honest debater may not intend it 


and may hatdly be aware of it, he will fre- 
quently answer questions at a tangent. He may 
find himself replying by raising questions of his 
own or by making counter-charges. 


In politics, this sort of thing, of course, is far 


from accidental. It is a deliberate technique, 
highly refined and heavily relied upon by every- 
one from our presidential candidates down to 
the party hacks. 


For example, if one candidate makes a dra- 


matic charge about unemployment being caused 
by his opponent'* policies, the latter will prob- 
ably not answer the specific complaints. Instead 
he'll make statements of his own about the 
situation—which will be designed to sound like 
fitting answers but really won't b«. 


In this day and age words are flung about 


so recklessly that the poor citizen is hard put 
to figure where the truth lies. Too few people 
seem concerned about keeping the debaters on 
the track, or reminding the public when they're 
off it. 


It might be well to point out h«re that Senator 


McCarthy of Wisconsin, in his fishing expedition 
for Communists in the State Department, spends 
very little time on the original track he started 
down. He is extremely skillful at dodging ques- 
tiors, at throwing out his own queries at an 
impressive rate and at making bold new charges 
to keep the situation turbulent. 


McCarthy initially claimed there are 57 card- 


carrying Communists in the department. He has 
changed this figure often (it's now around 100) 
but thus far has brought no convincing proof 
in any case. 


This should never be lost sight of in any 


appraisal of him. The fact that Louii Budenz, 
former editor of the Communist Daily Worker, 
provided strong hearsay evidence regarding the 
alleged Red affiliations of Owen Lattimore does 
not substantiate McCarthy. Lattimore has been 
a consultant to the State Department but doesn't 
work for it and never has. 


It would be highly revealing if McCarthy were 


forced to present his "evidence" in a court of 
law. There the rules of procedure would strip 
away his technique of diversion and confusion, 
and the public could see plainly what hi* case 


u* to.

The Doctor Says— 
Infectious Disease Involving; 
Liver Spread by World War II

During previous wars typhoid, 


typhus, smallpox, influenza and 
other infectious diseases have often 
caused serious epidemics. In World 
War II a disease called epidemic 
or infectious hepatitis, while not 
as widespread as some of the epi- 
demics of pievious wars, has nev- 
ertheless caused a good deal of 
trouble. 


This inlcctious disease has been 


recognized in occasional outbreaks 
or individual cases for a long time 
and was formerly called calarrhal 
jaundice. It is now safe to say that 
it is an infectious disease involv- 
ing principally the liver. It has 
occurred in more or less wide- 
spread 
epidemics both 
in 
this 


country and in many of the the- 
aters of military operation. 


In about 85 per cent of the pa- 


tients, there is an early period of 
the disease lasting a few days, 
which precedes the characteristic 
appearance of jaundice, or yellow 
coloration of the skin. In about 
one out of 10 the jaundice appears, 
at the beginning. The early stage 
is usually accompanied by easy 


fatigability, slight nausea and al- 
most complete loss of appetite. 


About half of the patients have 


a fever of up to 103 degrees. The 
jaundice often gives the virtim an 
intense yellow color of the skin 
and eyes and other mucous mem- 
brane's; sometimes the yellow col- 
oration is very slight indeed. 


Headache is present in a few 


After the jaundice has appearec 
the second stage lasts from about 
two to three weeks. A convales- 
cent stage is recognized too, lasting 
for one or two months. Usually 
from six to eight weeks is required 
for full recovery, though a few 
patients may not be quite well 
even at the end of several months 
A chronic form has been described. 


Most seem to recover without 


any serious or permanent harmful 
effects. The most important part 
of treatment is to begin strict bed 


early and to keep it up for a 


long enough time* A diet contain- 
ing a high proportion of protein 
foods is also used and seems to 
shorten tlio course of the disease.

With Proper Use 
Of Insecticides 


Soon flies will be presenting a 


problem on dairy farms states the 
Extension office. The U. S. Fxib- 
hc Health Service has issued She 
following on fly control on dairy 
farms. 


The use of insecticides alone to 


control flies on a farm is of little 
consequence 
unless accompantec 


by a good clean-up program. AI 
manure should be removed and 
disposed of in such mannei as best 
to prevent the breeding of flies. 


Based on existing Federal re- 


gulations 
and 
recommendations 


the following suggestions are be- 
ing furnished for th« use of insec- 
ticides on dairy farms- 


1. DDT—-DDT is NOT to be us- 


ed on the interior of dairy barns, 
lounging sheds, milx houses, or 
on dairy animals 
It can, how- 


ever, be used for spraying the ex- 
terior of such buildings. 
On the 


interior, for applying a residual 
spray, there are several insectici- 
des which have been approved or 
recommended for use by the U S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
to 


which no objection has been of- 
fered by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. 


2. 
METHOXYCHLOR — This 


material is one of the newer insec- 
ticides and is available on the 
market as a 50% wettable powder 
in small unit packages. 
Before 


purchasing, make sure that Met- 
hoxychlor is the only insecticidally 
active ingredient. 


A. Dairy Barns, Milk House, and 


Lounging Sheds—Methoxychlor is 
mixed at the rate of one pound of 
the 50% wettable powder to 2% 
gallons of water and the mixture 
sprayed with a hand or power 
sprayer on the walls at a rate 
application to make the walls we 
but not running. At this rate on 
gallon should cover approximate] 
one thousand square feet of wa 
surface. Repeat as often as pre 
sence of flies make it necessar 
Generally, complete 
instruction 


are furnished on the Label of eac! 
package: follow them closely. 


B. How to Spray Cattle (Inelud 


ing Dairy Cattle) Using Methoxy 
chlor. 
Use a 50% Methoxyctilo 


wettable powder at tha rate of one 
pound in 12% gallons of water 
and apply about one quart but no 
more than 2 quarts of the mixtur< 
per animal. Applications may havi 
to be repeated every two week: 
depending upon the prevalence o 
flies.

PYHETHRIN MIXTURES— 


Pyrethnns mixed with pyrethrin 
activators may be used in place o 
Methoxychlor These mixtures give 
knock-down of insects but hav< 
little residual effect. 
Nothing in 


this should be construed as recom- 
mending against the use of Pyre- 
nones for spraying cattle or dairy 
barns. 


4. LINDANE—Another produc' 


recently released which may be 
used for spraying of dairy barns 
lounging sheds, and milk house 
is manufactured under the com- 
mon name of Lindane, It is pos- 
sible that this produce may not be 
as easily obtainable as Methoxy- 
chlor, however, it is applied in a 
similar manner a Methoxychlor 
using a hand or power sprayer for 
spraying walls, ceilings, and so 
forth, (but not on cattle). 
This 


spray should not exceed y-> % con- 
centration, made by mixing one 
pound of 25% wettable powder to 
ten gallons of water. 


5. Under no circumstances are 


oil solutions or emulsifiable con- 
centrates of insecticides to be used 
on animals.

United Nations set-up, and the 
creation of another peace organi- 
zation from which the Commu- 
nist nations would be barred, is 
startling but wholly understand- 
able. 


It is of course based on the cer- 


tainty—to which this column long 
ago called attention—that the U.N. 
never can succeed so long as it 
remains a house divided against 
itself. Communism and democracy 
are diametrically opposed on all 
points. There is no possibility of 
compromise between them. 


Mr. Hoover made his sweeping 


proposal in an address before a 
Bureau 
of Advertising banquet] 


ending the annual convention of 
the 
American 
Newspaper Pub- 


lishers Association in New York. 
He put the proposition like this: 


Hoover's Suggestion 
"I suggest that the United Na- 


tions should be reorganized with- 
out the Communist nations in it. 


"If that is impractical, then a 


definite new united front should 
be organized of those peoples who 
disavow Communism, who stand 
for morals and religion, and who 
love freedom." 


Hoover declared that the "new 


united 
front" 
he 
advocates 
is 


nothing like "a proposed exten- 
sion of a military alliance," and 
added: 


"It is a propqsal based solely 


upon moral, spiritual and defense 
foundations . . . 


"What the world needs today 


is a definite, concrete mobiliza- 
tion of the nations who believe 
in God against this tide of Rus- 
sian agnosticism." 


Comprises 59 Countries 
The U.N. comprises 59 coun- 


tries. Of these the Soviet bloc 
claims five, with untamed Yugo- 
slavia sometimes making a sixth. 
Russia, supported by this tiny 
minority but armed with the all- 
powerful 
veto 
power 
in 
the 


security council, has persistently 
stymied most of the efforts of the 
majority. Meantime the Commu- 
nist bloc has used the U.N. as an 
unparalleled 
sounding-board 
for 


red propaganda. 


The formation of the U.N. on

not be achieved under these cir 
cumstances. We are forced to rec- 
ognize that, for the present, there 
must be "two worlds." And by 
that token there must be two 
United 
Nations—one 
comprising 


the democracies and the other the 
Communist states. Of his proposec 
new U.N., Mr. Hoover says: 


"It may be that the non-Com- 


munist world is not willing to take 
such a vital stand. At least it 
would clarify what we have to do 


"The test I propose is the logical 


and practical method of total dip- 
lomacy. It would make diplomacy 
dynamic and lessen the dangers 
of the American people."
